the night of the tragedy. Mr. Jerome 
undertook fo break down the evidence 
of the alienist, Dr. C. C. Wiley of 
Pittsburg, aad for three hours put him 
through a cross-examination as severe 
as was ever heard In a New York 
court. The prosecutor was relentless 
In his attack, and" before he had fin- 
ished Dr. Wiley protestingly declared: 
"I,didn't come here as an expert; I 
came as a witness to a faqt, and I have 
been converted into an expert without 
being prepared for it." 


Dr. Wiley testifled that he predi- 


rated his opinion as to Thaw's insan- 
ity upon his actions the night of the 
tragedy, as described to him in a j 
hypothetical question propounded by 
the defense, and upon an incident 
which he witnessed on a Pittsburg 
streetcar during the summer of 1903. 
Thaw, said the doctor, acted irration- 
ally on the car.

The district attorney then drew 


from the alienist the opinion that

tively. At times Dr. Wiley seemed 
entirely baffled by the questions. He 
admitted that many of the tests to 
which the district attorney referred, 
such as the Romberg test and the 
Argyll-Robertson pupil test, were un- 
known to him, and when he was asked 
to quote from any accepted work on 
insanity, declared he could not give 
the-exact language from any hook. 


It was at the close of Mr. Jerome's 


cross-examination of 'Dr. Wiley that 
the attempt was made to introduce 
testimony tending to show the strain 
of insanity said to have existed in cer- 
tain branches of the Thaw family. 
Among the witnesses called was Al- 
bert Lee Thaw of Richmond, Va., who 
said that his father and Harry Thaw's 
father were first cousins. The defense 
stated its purpose to draw from the 
witness the fact that his father died 
In an asylum for the Insane, when Mr. 
Jerome objected. He declared that 
the relationship of both the witness 
and his father was too far removed 
from the defendant to be competent. 
"And the law," he added, "is not satis- 
fled that a man is insane merely be- 
•auae he diet la an asylum or a re- 
treat for persons suffering from men- 
tal disorders.

BELOW ZERO. 


Cold Wave Still R*lgna in the Great 


Northwest. 


St. Paul, Minn., Feb. 6.—With very 


few exceptions there hae been below 
zero weather in and about St. Paul for 
17 days, and for the past three days, 
beginning with Sunday, when the offi- 
cial temperature was down to 22 below 
lero, It hag been in that neighborhood. 
The lowest official temperature was 22 
below, while most of the thermome- 
ters went as low as 30 below. In North 
Dakota 80 degrees below zero was 
quite common, and this, coupled with 
terrific blizzards, which raged almost 
without letup until Saturday, made 
living anything but pleasant. In some 
towns and in remote part» of the state 
there has been much suffering on ac- 
count of little fuel. There have been 
reports of many people freezing to ij 
death in North Dakota, but these re- 
ports hare been denied.

Berlin, Feb. 6.—The reballoting In 


the elections which occurred Tuesday 
throughout the empire emphasized the 
government victory of Jan. 25. There 
were further heavy losses in Socialist 
eeata, while the Clericals more than 
held their ow». The Socialists now 
return to, the rteichstag shorn of near- 
ly half their strength. They have lost 
old strongholds like Dresden, Elbc- 
feld and Fraiikfort-on-the-Maln, a-J 
they suffered defeat in Stettin, Darm- 
stadt, Pltien, Grimma, Annabsrg and 
Munich. On the other hand they hav« 
captured StrasbUrg, Wiesbaden, Offen- 
bach and Muchleim-on-the-Rhine. A 
tabulation prepared by the Lokal An- 
zeiger, with three districts still to be 
heard from, gives the Socialists 43 
seats in the new relchstag against 79 
seats in the old body. 


The Lokal Anzetger gives the fol- 


lowing estimate of the composition of 
the new house: The two Conservative 
parties, 81 seats as against 73 seats in 
the old house; the Agrarians and anti- 
Semitic group, 26 scats as against 21;
